Justice Manifestly Done ? 


[HE Lorp CHANCELLOR may well be “ strictly ’’ correct 
n his view that the Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment acted “ strictly”’ in accordance with the procedure 
ipproved by the Government following the report of the 
ranks Committee in dealing with the Buxton case. What 
is most disturbing is the apparent lack of common sense on 
the part of the Minister and his civil servants. The facts 
were that Heath and Son, Ltd., applied for permission to 
win and work chalk on their land which adjoined piggeries 
belonging to Major Buxton. The local authority refused 
and Heath & Son, Ltd., appealed to the Minister, who 
appointed an inspector to hold a local inquiry in the usual 
way. Major Buxton was among the objectors but the 
Minister of Agriculture was not represented. That Ministry 
had been consulted but, as no loss of agricultural land was 
involved, made no comment: although they were interested 
in the production of agricultural lime, they did not give 
any support to the proposal on this ground and left the 
developers to make out their own case. The inspector 
reported to the Minister of Housing and Local Government 
that the production of chalk would result in dust being blown 
on to adjoining land, with serious detriment to agricultural 
interests, and recommended that the appeal be dismissed. 
The Minister of Housing thought it right to consult the 
Minister of Agriculture, mainly because of the concern about 
the danger from dust, and the experts of both Ministries 
were agreed that there was unlikely to be a dust nuisance. 
[he Minister of Housing decided to allow the appeal, although 
no objector had the opportunity of cross-examining the 
experts in either Ministry. The relevant paragraph in the 
post-Franks directive reads: “If new factual evidence is 
brought to the Minister’s notice from any source after an 
inquiry, and, in his view, it may be a material factor in the 
decision, he will give the parties an opportunity of com- 
menting on it. If the Minister considers it necessary, the 
inquiry will be re-opened.”” The Government take the view 
that “factual evidence ’’ cannot include technical advice : 
the Government should alter their view. Meanwhile, it is 
encouraging to learn that the Council on Tribunals are to 
consider the position of “ third parties’ in connection with 
the rules of procedure for the conduct of inquiries.

These views were given full 
weight in William Hill (Park Lane), Ltd. v. Sunday Pictorial 
Newspapers (1920), Ltd. (1961), The Times, 15th April, where 
the plaintiffs alleged that the defendants wrongfully and with- 
out legal justification procured another to bring an action 
against them in respect of an alleged libel and slanders published 
on behalf of the plaintiffs to the deputy editor of the Sunday 
Pictorial. Wrxn, J., said that there could be no doubt that 
the defendants had supported the plaintiff in those proceedings 
by promising to pay 200 guineas towards his counsel’s fees 
and he confessed that, but for the views expressed in Martell 
v. Consett Iron Co., Ltd., supra, he might well have held that 
there was a sufficient common interest to justify what they had 
done. However, his lordship was “ driven to the conclusion, 
having regard to the special rule for defamation actions, that 
the provision of counsel’s fees or the promise to do so was 
maintenance of a tortious character, because it was not 
justified by common interest within the decisions on defama- 
tion actions.”’ Although the defence of common interest was 
rejected, the action for maintenance failed because, inter alia, 
the plaintiffs had not shown that the plaintiff in the defamation 
proceedings was caused to continue his action by the 
defendants’ promise of financial assistance, or that he would 
have discontinued it had the promise not been made. 


Repudiation Following Misrepresentation 


THE recent action against Mr. F. S. TRUEMAN, the England 
and Yorkshire cricketer, in the Leeds County Court gave rise 
to an interesting point of law. It seems that Mr. Trueman 
bought a Rolls-Royce car which was stated by the seller to 
have been owned by “ the late King,”’ and, on discovering that 
the vehicle had not been royally owned, he purported to 
repudiate the contract. His Honour Judge D. O. McKEE 
held that he was entitled to do so and that the seller’s action 
to recover the purchase price should fail. The newspaper 
reports of this case have not made the grounds of the decision 
very clear, but it would seem that the seller’s statement 
amounted to an innocent misrepresentation and _ that 
Mr. Trueman was able to repudiate the contract because 
there had been no final acceptance of the vehicle: cf 
v. Lloyd (1958) 1 W.L.R. 753. In Leaf v. International 
Galleries 1950) 2 K.B. 86, Jenkins, L.J., said that it ‘‘ behoves 
the purchaser either to verify or, as the case may be, to disprove 
the representation within a reasonable time, or else stand or 
fall by it,’’ and it appears that Mr. Trueman had disproved 
the seller’s representation “ within a reasonable time.”’

Cars on Footpaths 


THE 1ecent pronouncement by Mr. Davip Renton, Q.C., 
Joint Under-Secretary of State for the Home Department, 
that placing a car on the pavement is not in itself an offence, 
has caused the Pedestrians’ Association to point out that the 
statement is likely to cause widespread misunderstanding of 
the legal position. Under s. 72 of the Highway Act, 1835, it 
is an offence to drive any truck or carriage of any description 
upon a footpath, and s. 31 of the Road Traffic Act, 1930, states 
that the general law relating to carriages shall apply to motor 
vehicles. If a car were lifted bodily on to the pavement or 
lowered by helicopter or crane it would be a nice legal point 
as to whether such action could be brought within the terms 
of Mr. Renton’s statement. The Association states that it 
knows of no instance where any driver has taken such action 
in an attempt to comply with Mr. Renton’s interpretation of 
the law.

This article has been written in response to an editorial request for the views of a Prosecuting Solicitor of a large city. 
The opinions expressed differ materially from those in the earlier article on this subject in our issue of 14th April (p. 333). 


Six thousand nine hundred people killed every year on the 
roads in Britain, 90,000 seriously injured and a further 
240,000 injured to some lesser extent. Appalling statistics 
demanding drastic action, and the primary causes of the 
accidents which are the driver’s fault are speed and drink. 
rhe provisions of the Road Traffic Bili may be said to go 
some way towards providing an answer. 

“ Drink ”’ (together with its legal corollary “ drugs ”’) takes 
priority in the Bill and is dealt with in cll. 1 and 2; these 
clauses are likely to be the most controversial provisions 
yet in a Bill of this nature. On reading them it becomes 
obvious that, if these clauses are enacted without amendment, 
the prosecution will “ never have had it so good’’ but any 
thinking person will realise at once that this does not 
necessarily mean that the provisions are unfair, nor that 
the provisions “ could cause the scales to be weighed against 
the accused,”’ as the Association of Police Surgeons recently 
put it. 

Let us examine more closely the clauses in question. 


Unfitness to drive 


Clause 1 proposes to re-define the “ standard of unfitness ’ 
to drive a motor vehicle. This clause provides that a person 
shall be taken to be unfit to drive “if his ability to drive 
properly is for the time being impaired,’’ which clearly 
implies a higher standard of sobriety than the phrase 
“incapable of having proper control." This amendment 
to the law has been long overdue, the main reason being 
that the present definition has come to be associated in the 
minds of juries with the state of “ drunk and incapable ”’ 
and unless there is evidence to support such a state, e.g., the 
collapse of the accused on getting out of his vehicle, juries are 
reluctant to convict. 

With the proposed new standard, however, the prosecution, 
it would seem, in the absence of any definition of the meaning 
of the word “ impaired,” would be quite entitled to quote 
from the Oxford Dictionary that “impaired ’’ means “ to 
become lessened.” Accordingly, the prosecution could invite 
the jury to convict if they were satisfied beyond reasonable 
doubt on the evidence advanced that by reason of drink the 
accused's ability to drive a car had become lessened. What 
evidence may be adduced to assist the jury to decide this 
question ? The answer lies in the much criticised provisions 
of cl. 2. 


Evidence of alcohol 


In particular, cl. 2 provides that the court shall have 
regard to any evidence of the proportion or quantity of 
alcohol (or of any drug) which was contained in the blood 
or present in the body of the accused ascertained by analysis 
or measurement of a specimen of blood taken from him 
with his consent or of water or breath provided by him at 
any material time. The clause further provides that a 
refusal by the accused to allow the taking of a specimen of 
his blood, breath or urine “ may, unless reasonable cause 
therefor is shown, be treated as supporting any evidence 
given on behalf of the prosecution, or as rebutting any 
evidence given on behalf of the defence, with respect to his 
condition.” 

A point which tends to be overlooked is that the results 
of the tests may be given in evidence either on behalf of the 


defence or on behalf of the prosecution. It is interesting to 
note, however, that in the way in which the clause is worded 
it is possible to conceive circumstances where the accused 
“ provided water or breath ’’ without consent or even know- 
ledge yet still could find the results revealed produced in 
evidence against him, e.g., a necessary visit to the toilet at 
the police station enabling the police to retain the water 
“ so provided.” 
Assisting the court 

It is said, doubtless with some truth, that these provisions 
will assist the prosecution, but, and this is more to the point, 
they will also assist the court and the taking of such tests is 
not as revolutionary as is imagined. Indeed, for several 
years it has been the practice of many police forces to take 
samples of urine with consent and for the prosecution to 
give in evidence the result of analysing or measuring the 
samples. The taking and analysing of blood specimens and 
analysing and measuring breath are innovations, but is 
there anything under the existing legislation which would 
prevent the results of such tests being given in evidence, 
always provided that the accused was prepared to consent to 
undergo them and subject to the court being satisfied as to the 
accuracy of the machine or device used to carry out the 
tests? It would seem not; cf. Nicholas v. Penny [1950 
2 K.B. 466, 

How will the tests assist the court ? One cannot escape 
from the fact that juries are generally sympathetic to persons 
accused of driving under the influence of drink. Consequently 
they readily accept the evidence of the defence that the 
accused, since leaving home some hours previously, only 
had a cheese sandwich to eat and two gills of beer to drink 
—is there an advocate who has never met that one ?—and 
consider the evidence of the prosecution to be grossly 
exaggerated. They conscientiously reject the evidence of 
the police surgeon as they are constantly, and quite legiti- 
mately, reminded by the defence lawyer that the doctor 
has only given an opinion, which is after all what they them- 
selves are being called upon to give. However, let us suppose 
the results of the test show that the accused has consumed 
alcohol in excess of four pints of beer or eight single whiskies 
—not an uncommon result of a urine test; we then have 
facts, not opinions, and practice has shown that juries are 
impressed by facts. They suggest that perhaps after all the 
prosecution witnesses are right and are not the blackguards 
the defence would have the jury believe. 

Taken in conjunction with these factors, it is logical to 
provide further that refusal by the accused to provide a 
specimen may, unless reasonable cause is shown, be treated 
as supporting the prosecution’s evidence or as rebutting the 
defence evidence with respect to the condition of the accused 
at the material time. It is suggested that the many 
objections voiced against this provision are not valid when 
viewed in the following light. The prosecution could never 
hope to obtain a conviction on the refusal of the accused 
alone ; they would still have to prove beyond all reasonable 
doubt to the satisfaction of the court that the accused's 
ability to drive properly had been impaired. This will still 
entail calling witnesses who saw the accused driving, together 
with the police surgeon who examined him soon afterwards. 
The real question is: Why should a man refuse to consent to 
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if he 


knowing

Speed limits 


The clauses of the Bill dealing with speed limits are cll. 7 
to 10. These provisions bring into line with modern traffic 
conditions the powers of the Minister of Transport and local 
authorities to impose speed limits and in some cases to vary 
them. Many present-day speed limits are unrealistic and 
it is a recognised fact that they are disregarded by the majority 
of drivers. The provisions of the Bill, if implemented, will 
provide the opportunity to re-assess speed limits throughout 
the country. Thereafter, if it be made widely known that the 
new limits will be rigidly enforced, those people detected 
committing speeding offences must be prepared to accept the 
consequences

DUTIES OF 


THE two articles by Mr. Gavin Thurston published last year 
(104 Sor. J. 811 and 836) on the work of a coroner dealt 
with his statutory position and usual procedure. This article 
endeavours to cover the practical effectiveness of the coroner’s 
office. Originally the coroner was the King’s sneak. The 
‘crowner’’’ or King’s man was appointed in every county 
to guard human life. The High Sheriff, the Lord Lieutenant 
and the Commission of the Peace were instruments of the 
Crown civil and military business. There 
remained the chance that these powerful local officers might 


conducting 


not always be above suspicion where local arguments were 


concerned. Private armies were well known. The coroner 
was put in the county as an official with over-riding powers to 
inquire into every case of sudden death. If 


to be contained 


violence was 
with no other 
duty but that of investigating every violent death. 

To-day, the bulk of every coroner's time, and the most 
important part of his duty, is devoted to the investigation 
of natural deaths. Parliament has given very great powers 
to the medica! profession. Provided that a doctor has been 
in attendance upon a person within a fortnight of his death, 
he is left with a complete discretion to issue a death certificate,

unless, of course, he is aware of some violence leading to the 
death. But if a doctor is either disqualified from issuing a 
certificate or is in any doubt about the cause of death, then 
he releases himself from further responsibility by reporting 
the death to the coroner 

The coroner, although he is usually a part-time official, 
has considerable forces at his disposal. He is entitled to give 
orders to the police. He can direct any inquiries to be made 
along any lines that seem to him proper. He can arrange for 
a post-mortem examination of the body and, if the pathologist 
is not entirely satisfied that there was a natural cause of 


one thing a driver fears above all else is that he may lose his 
licence to drive. There could also be read into the provisions 
an attempt to stabilise penalties and thus remove some of the 
apparent injustices prevalent under present legislation 
Sentences for the same road traffic offences (even committed 
at the same road junction) vary enormously from court to 
court or from day to day, so that, even allowing for the circum 
stances of the offenders, many anamolies in respect of punish- 
ment exist. By making disqualification compulsory in 
certain cases, more consistency will be brought into the 
penalties. Not only that, but one must remember that the 
intention of the Bill is to promote road safety ; in moving 
these provisions of the Bill in the House of Lords, Lord 
Chesham said: “ This is a big stick but it is a big stick with 
life-saving properties.” 


Control of dogs 

Finally cl. 22—an important provision—ought to be 
mentioned. This clause will enable local authorities to make 
orders regulating the control of dogs on roads, without the 
confirmation of the Minister. It is to be hoped that local 
authorities will make a more extensive use of this 
than hitherto. Far too many accidents are caused by 
attempts to avoid dogs roaming at will on busy main roads

death, he can report back to the coroner, who has then the 
further use of the services of toxicologists and other experts 
employed by the police. 

To a large extent, the coroner’s life consists of a campaign 
against the old-fashioned sport of “‘ bumping off auntie.”’ 
All over England there are houses where there is an auntie 
or a grannie or grandpa who sits in the best armchair, hogging 
the T.V., wetting the bed, and eating with open mouth, and 
all the time he or she has £500 in the Post Office Savings 
Bank. These old people are a constant temptation to the 
natural instincts of vigorous younger people. Nothing is 
easier than to feed them a drop of poison or to push them 
downstairs. Call in the family doctor, who immediately 
certifies death from heart failure (in a manner of speaking 
we all die from heart failure), and immediately admission is 
secured to the local cemetery and no questions asked 
Effective or not, a coroner is some sort of barrier against 
this homely and practical remedy. If the doctor hesitates 
and decides to call in the coroner, then immediately the 
police are available to make all sorts of inquiries, pathologists 
to make post-mortem examinations, and in the last resort 
the toxicologist to look for poison. 

By and large, the coroner’s real work, like the bulk of an 
iceberg, is unseen. Solicitors whose only knowledge of 
coroners is based on appearing before them at inquests 
following deaths in road accidents see nothing of the multitude 
of inquiries that follow humdrum deaths. 


Coroner’s investigations 
Deaths resulting in inquests are a small minority. The 
inquests themselves are very varied in character. There is 
the investigation of apparent suicide. What may look like 
a suicide is not always a suicide. A woman may stoop

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to light the gas oven and suddenly die of a heart attack. 
If the story were not investigated in public, she might be 
labelled a suicide. There are cases where a motorist runs into 
a pedestrian who suddenly lurches off the footpath. Patho- 
logical examination may bring to light the fact that the 
pedestrian lurched off the footpath because he had had a 
sudden heart attack and was dying when he fell in front of 
the car. Drowning is an everyday event with coroners. 
The body is pulled, more or less decayed, out of a pond or 
river. Did he fall or was he pushed? Had he been hit 
over the head? The coroner may not always arrive at the 
right answer but at least, after he has held a public inquiry 
with an invitation to all and sundry to give whatever evidence 
they may have in their possession, it cannot afterwards be 
said that anything was suppressed. A similar reasoning 
applies in the case of deaths in the course of operations in 
hospitals. A reasonable coroner will realise the difficulties 
of doctors. Surgeons are faced with a terrible responsibility 
when they have to decide whether or not to operate on a 
person who is very ill or very old. Nobody would want to 
add to their anxieties. At the same time, it has to be admitted 
that there can be careless surgeons, drunken surgeons and 
sometimes surgeons who take drugs. The public must be 
protected. When an apparently unnecessary death occurs 
in the course of an operation, it is first and foremost due to the 
public that the facts should be examined in open court. 
Unwelcome as the giving of evidence in public always is to a 
doctor, it is to his advantage that an opportunity has been 
given to every person who might otherwise have secreted 
a complaint to come forward and make that complaint in 
public. Gossip is checked. 


Road accident deaths 


There remains one category of inquest about which real 
doubts must persist, and this happens to be the class of 


inquest with which solicitors are most familiar. This is the 
inquest following a death in a road traffic accident. To a 
large extent coroners are left free to empanel a jury or not 
as they think wise, but there are a whole series of cases in 
which a jury must be empanelled and deaths in road traffic 
accidents are included amongst them. Ever since 1926 it 
has been provided that, if a coroner is aware that the police 
are about to begin proceedings for murder, manslaughter or 
infanticide, he shall suspend his inquest. Since 1956, a 
similar obligation has existed where a coroner has been made 
aware that the police are about to make a charge under s. 8 
of the Road Traffic Act, 1956, or to-day s. 1 of the Road 
Traffic Act, 1960. Anybody who knows anything about the 
law knows that when a coroner opens a full-blown inquest 
on a road traffic accident death, the police must previously 
have decided that they are not going to proceed for man- 
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slaughter. What function then remains to the jury? In 
theory, their job is to decide whether or not the death is due 
to accident or manslaughter. In theory they are entitled to 
overrule the judgment of the police, but only in theory. 
Coroner’s juries can and do bring in manslaughter verdicts 
in cases of deaths following road traffic accidents, although 
the police have decided that no manslaughter charge can stand 
a chance of success. When their charge comes before a 
judge of assize for trial, however, it is in my experience the 
invariable rule that the prosecution offers no evidence. 
Whatever the theory of the law may be, it seems to be the 
practice that a coroner’s jury’s verdict, when it conflicts 
with the previous decision of the police and the Director 
of Public Prosecutions, is treated as a nullity. 

There may be cases where an inquest brings to light evidence 
which was unknown to the police previously. In such cases, 
the manslaughter verdict may be proceeded with as a 
criminal charge. There are, of course, cases other than road 
traffic accidents in which a manslaughter verdict by a 
coroner’s jury is treated seriously. But normally such 
verdicts following road accident deaths are disregarded 

What then is the coroner’s duty in such cases? I was 
carefully instructed as a novice that I must never allow 
counsel or solicitors appearing for parties in such cases to use 
the inquest as a means of gaining information for subsequent 
civil proceedings. To a limited extent, I still observe this 
advice. Hearsay evidence is permitted before a coroner, 
and no advocate should be permitted to take advantage of 
the laxity of the coroner’s court to obtain evidence which he 
might otherwise be unable to obtain. On the other hand, it 
seems reasonable to regard such inquests as an opportunity 
for the cross-examination of witnesses, while their recollection 
is still fresh, at the hands of experienced advocates in order 
to facilitate subsequent negotiations which may avoid civil 
proceedings. 

This approach to inquests following road traffic deaths 
would be made easier if the law were altered to make it 
unnecessary to empanel juries every time. There are so 
many occasions when it is a sheer waste of the time of 
intelligent jurors and of advocates and witnesses to have a 
jury sitting there. Why should one pretend that the jury 
have a job to do when it is not true ? 

These inquests into road accident deaths, with their farcical] 
inevitability, do a great deal of harm to the prestige of 
coroners. They are a waste of everyone’s time. If the law 
were changed so that these inquests were frankly recognised 
as an inquiry into the facts for future use, they could play 
a valuable part in public life. As it is, they tend to make 
the coroner a bore and are an insult to those jurors who take 
their duties seriously.

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DISCRETION 


SECTION 222 of the Companies Act, 1948, provides that a 
company may be wound up by the court if “.. . (e) the 
company is unable to pay its debts, or (f) the court is of 
opinion that it is just and equitable that the company should 
be wound up.” In this connection s. 346 of the Act is also 
important. It provides, so far as is relevant for the purposes 
of this article, that the court may, as to all matters relating 
to the winding up of a company, have regard to the wishes 
of the creditors or contributories of the company, as proved 
to it by any sufficient evidence, and that in the case of 
creditors regard shall be had to the value of each creditor’s 
debt. Section 346 has recently been considered by the 
courts on three occasions, twice in the Court of Appeal and 
once in the Chancery Division. 

In the first case—Re Vuma, Lid. [1960] 1 W.L.R. 1283— 
a judgment creditor of a limited company issued execution, 
but the effects of the company were claimed by a third party 
and there were no assets. The creditor presented a petition 
for the compulsory winding up of the company, which was 
supported by two other creditors, but was opposed by them 
at the hearing, though they did not adduce any evidence to 
support their opposition. The total of the debts of these 
two creditors exceeded that of the judgment creditor. 
Buckley, J., dismissed the petition and the judgment creditor 
appealed. Between the dismissal of the petition and the 
appeal the three creditors received an offer of payment of 
their debts by instalments and a payment was made in 
pursuance thereof. The Court of Appeal held that under 
s. 346 the court had a discretion to decide whether it was 
just and equitable to order that a company should be 
wound up, and, although the wishes of the majority of the 
creditors were a relevant consideration, opposition to a 
winding up by the majority was not conclusive. The exercise 
of the discretion in favour of a winding-up order was not 
confined to cases where the petitioning creditor showed that 
the opposition was founded on irrelevant or improper motives 
or that the company’s business was being conducted fraudu- 
lently ; and in the special circumstances of the case, viz., 
that the company had no assets at all and the absence of any 
evidence on the part of those who opposed the petition why the 
company should continue, the winding-up order should be made 


Wishes of opposing creditors reasonable 

In Re A. B. C. Coupler and Engineering Co., Lid. [1961] 
1 W.L.R. 243; p. 109, ante, the case of Re Vuma, Lid., was 
considered and distinguished. In the former case a judgment 
creditor of the company for £17,542, which was the balance 
due under a judgment debt, petitioned for the compulsory 
winding up of the company. The petition was opposed by 
a number of creditors to whom the company owed about 
£18,328, and there were no creditors who supported the 
petition. The company had extensive goodwill and, at the 
date of the petition, had orders amounting to {110,000; 
also, a statement of the company’s financial position on 
31st August, 1960, showed an excess of assets over liabilities 
amounting to £689,687. Pennycuick, J., said that until the 
decision of the Court of Appeal in Re Vuma, Lid., it might

have been contended that, in order to decide the petition, it 
was sufficient to show that it was opposed by creditors the 
amount of whose debts exceeded that of the petitioning 
creditor, but that simple line of argument was no longer 
available. The decision of the Court of Appeal showed that 
it was not sufficient merely to count heads, but it seemed to 
his lordship that it went no further than that; if after 
counting heads one found that there was a majority opposed 
to liquidation, it was still necessary to look at the position 
of the company at the time and decide whether it was just and 
equitable that it should be wound up. Although the wishes 
of the majority of creditors might not be conclusive, they 
still possessed great weight, and where they were, on the 
face of them, reasonable, the court ought to follow them in 
the absence of any special circumstances. The debtor 
company had substantial assets and prospects of continuing 
the business which it had carried on for more than half a 
century ; therefore, he was not disposed to make an order 
for it to be wound up. 


Appeal on error of law 

Between the hearing of Re Vuma, Lid., and Re A. B. C. 
Coupler and Engineering Co., Ltd., the Court of Appeal also 
decided another case—Re P. & J. Macrae, Lid. [1961] 
1 W.L.R. 229; p. 108, ante—although this earlier decision 
was not referred to in the judgment of Pennycuick, J. (not 
being then reported). In the Macrae case the petitioning 
creditor’s debt was for £685, while the opposing creditors’ 
debts were for £19,101; the debts of supporting creditors 
amounted to {2,136 and the company had total debts of 
about £30,000. No evidence was given by the opposing 
creditors as to their reason for opposing the petition or of 
any special circumstances and there was no evidence of the 
extent of the assets of the company. The business of the 
company was in the hands of a receiver and the company 
appealed against a winding-up order. The court held that 
although, when the majority of creditors opposed for good 
reason, their opposition should prevail in the absence of 
proof by the petitioner of special circumstances rendering 
the winding up desirable, in the present case the opposing 
creditors had not thought fit to explain their reasons and 
(Upjohn, L.J., dissenting), it not being shown that the county 
court judge had taken into consideration matters that he 
should not have considered or failed to consider matters that 
he should have considered (see County Courts Act, 1959, 
s. 108), his order for compulsory winding up should stand. 

In an editorial note on this case in the All England Law 
Reports ({1961] 1 All E.R. 302), it is stated that it is not 
altogether clear whether, as a consequence of this decision, 
opposing creditors should in all cases file evidence giving 
the reasons for their opposition, although it seems probable 
that it is expedient for them to do so. In support of this 
view reference is made to a statement in the judgment of 
Willmer, L.J., that “ before a majority of creditors can claim 
to override the wishes of the minority, they must at least 
show some good reason for their attitude.”’

RECITALS—III 


In the two preceding parts of this article (at pp. 342 and 358) 
both the general purpose and a number of so-called incidental 
purposes of recitals were discussed. There remain for discussion 
three topics. The first of these merely consists of indicating 
briefly considering certain particular purposes which 
recitals serve by virtue of statutory provisions. The other 
two topics are respectively recitals of planning matters and 
recitals in land registration practice. 


and 


Particular purposes 


\s already stated, certain statutory provisions give rise to 
particular purposes for which recitals should be included in 
a deed in appropriate circumstances. It is proposed to mention 
only the following five statutory provisions as being the most 
important, though there are others :— 

(a) Section 45 (6) of the Law of Property Act, 1925, provides 
that recitals contained in deeds twenty years’ old at the date 
of the contract are to be sufficient evidence of their own truth 
until proved inaccurate. This provision is, of course, more 
of assistance to those presently investigating title than a 
compelling reason to insert recitals with a view to the fairly 
distant future. The only vexed problem it causes occurs 
when a deed of conveyance is found which contains a recital 
that the vendor is seised in fee simple, and which is more 
than twenty years old but less old than the period of 
commencement of title under the contract (see s. 44 (1) of the 
Law of Property Act, 1925). It was held by Mallins, V.-C., 
in Bolton v. London School Board (1878), 7 Ch. D. 766, that 
in such circumstances the purchaser could not call for an 
earlier root of title than that deed of conveyance since the 
recital had to be regarded as true. This decision was dissented 
from by Swinfen Eady, J., in Re Wallis’ and Grout’s Contract 

1906} 2 Ch. 206, but could not, of course, be overruled. 
[he earlier interpretation, therefore, remains possible and it 
would be open to the vendor to argue, if necessary, that it 
was correct. However, it is thought by the writer that 
the later decision is the better on the grounds that the 
purchaser’s contractual rights which he may enforce in 
respect of the period of commencement of title are quite 
separate from this statutory provision relieving the vendor 
to some extent from his burden of proof. 

(b) Section 45 (1) of the Law of Property Act, 1925, contains 
certain provisions, in effect, preventing the purchaser from 
requiring investigation of title prior to the commencement of 
title under the contract, apart from three specified cases. 
One of the provisions is that the purchaser is to assume, unless 
the contrary appears, that recitals contained in abstracted 
instruments of any document forming part of the prior title 
are correct and give all the material contents and that every 
such document was duly executed. Again, this provision is 
clearly intended to assist vendors in showing title, with the 
object, as always in the property legislation of 1925, of 
simplifying conveyancing. 

(c) Section 36 (6) of the Administration of Estates Act, 1925, 
provides that a statement in writing (e.g., a recital) by a 
personal representative that he has not given or made an 
assent or conveyance in respect of a legal estate is, in favour 
of a direct purchaser (but without prejudice to any previous 
disposition made in favour of another purchaser, direct or 
indirect), to be sufficient evidence that no such assent or 
conveyance has been given or made (unless notice thereof has 


been placed on or annexed to the probate or administration). 
In the section, “ purchaser ’’ means a purchaser for money 
or money’s worth (s. 36 (11)), so that a mere voluntary assentee 
is not only unable to rely on s. 36 (6) for protection (so that 
the recital may be omitted) but may also be defeated by a 
subsequent purchaser. Further, s. 36 (6) proceeds with a 
fairly remarkable provision to the effect that, where personal 
representatives first voluntarily assent to the vesting of the 
legal estate in land (so that they no longer have the legal 
estate) and later purport to convey that legal estate to a 
purchaser who accepts the conveyance on the faith of a recital 
as above mentioned, then the conveyance operates by 
divesting the voluntary assentee of the legal estate and 
vesting it in the purchaser. 

However, s. 36 (6) is fraught with difficulties too immense 
to be adequately discussed here. The practical results, based 
on the revered maxim “ Better safe than sorry,’’ are: (i) both 
a voluntary assentee and a purchaser should inspect the grant 
for memoranda ; (ii) a voluntary assentee should endorse a 
memorandum of the assent on the grant; (iii) in practice, 
though it is not essential, a purchaser should also endorse a 
memorandum of the conveyance on the grant, as he is entitled 
to (Law Society’s Digest, Opinion 204); (iv) by Digest 
Opinion 642, the personal representative's solicitors, whether 
requested to or not, should immediately after an assent or 
conveyance endorse a signed and dated memorandum on the 
grant ; and (v) such memoranda should be abstracted, though 
the purchaser cannot insist on having a copy of the endorsement 
(Digest Opinion 92). 

(d) Section 38 of the Trustee Act, 1925, provides in effect 
that certain recitals as to the reasons for a vacancy in a trust 
contained in an instrument appointing a new trustee in 
respect of land are, in favour of a purchaser of a legal estate, 
to be conclusive evidence of their own truth. See also s. 35 (3) 
of the Settled Land Act, 1925, which is to much the same 
effect in respect of settled land. It is to be noted that in 
these two statutory provisions, unlike the others mentioned 
above, the evidence is “ conclusive,’’ not just “ sufficient.”’ 

(e) Section 1 of the Evidence Act, 1938, provides that any 
statement (e.g., a recital) made by a person in a document is 
to be admissible in evidence in civil proceedings provided 
certain conditions are complied with. This may be useful, 
particularly if the proviso to s. 1 applies, namely, if the maker 
of the statement cannot reasonably be called as a witness. 


Recitals of user 


It has been argued that, in view of the provisions of the 
Town and Country Planning Acts, 1947, 1954 and 1959, 
there should be recitals of the permitted user and any change 
of user of the land conveyed. This is discussed at pp. 415-16 
of Emmet on Title, vol. I (14th ed.), commencing with the 
view that since the restrictions under these Acts are a matter 
of general law it is quite proper to recite freedom from in- 
cumbrances and to omit mention of user. However, the 
learned editor of Emmet on Title is able to envisage and 
instance a few cases where recitals of user may be useful, 
though it is fair to add that he does so without apparent 
enthusiasm. 

It is not, of course, the practice generally to include recitals 
of user, but to deal with this and other planning matters on, 
or more often before, contract. Two points occur to the 
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present writer as worth mention. First, in cases where a 
large estate is either sold as a whole or carved up it may be 
difficult if not impossible to say what the user was on the 
material date, at least without inordinately lengthy recitals. 
Second, if there is a change of user, a development, the local 
planning authority may serve an enforcement notice on the 
owner and occupier, but such notice must be served within 
four years: s. 23 (1) of the Town and Country Planning 
Act, 1947, Thus, for such a comparatively short time limit, 
it is hardly worth burdening documents of title with recitals 
as to user.

THE NATIONAL SPASTICS SOCIETY, 28 Fitzroy Square, London, W.1. EUSton 5651 
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will have been observed, taken care to follow the wording 
of s. 30 (1) (g) by making para. 3: “J would oppose an 
application . . . on the ground that the landlord intends to 
occupy the holding .. .” I do not see how they could have 
done otherwise ; but it would, in my submission, have been 
better if the form had provided for a statement beginning : 
‘I, or the landlord at the relevant time, would oppose . . .” 


While not criticising the judgment in so far as it was 
based on the construction of ss. 25 (6) and 30 (1) (g), I may 
remark that it appears to have been assumed that a court is 
bound to accept the Lord Chancellor’s prefabricated interpre- 
tation. Whether that interpretation can be challenged is at 
present an academic question ; some audacity might have 
to be exercised, but it seems fair to suggest that, when S.I. 
1957 No. 1157 was drafted, attention was not given to the 
point subsequently decided, after a struggle, by Betty's Cafés, 
Ltd. v. Phillips Furnishing Stores, Lid. [1959| A.C. 20, to 
which I shall be referring when discussing the decision about 
“ intends.” 

Tenant’s knowledge 


One argument advanced on behalf of the applicants was 
that they had, as it were, been taken by surprise. The notice 
to terminate was served cn 2nd July, 1958, to expire 30th June, 
1959; it was on 24th June, 1959, that the respondents 
became the landlords. Plowman, J., observed that the 
applicants had known of the respondents’ existence, as they 
carried on business in adjoining premises ; also that it would 
have been better if the letter accompanying the notice to 
terminate (in which the solicitors concerned went out of their 
way to remind the tenants that they were to reply within 
two months) had named the new future landlords, though 
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the tenants might have had an inkling of what was going to 
happen from some earlier correspondence, in May, 1957. 
I do not think, however, that these observations were meant 
to imply that, if the respondents had been complete strangers 
and the change had not been considered at all till after the 
notice to terminate was served, it would have made any 
difference. 
“ Intends ” 

It was decided in Betty's Cafés, Lid. v. Phillips Furnishing 
Stores, Ltd., supra, that in the case of opposition under 
s. 30 (1) (f) and (g) all that matters is that the intention 
to reconstruct, etc., or to carry on own business should exist 
at the date of the hearing. A majority of the learned law 
lords reached this conclusion by stressing the use of the 
future tense in s. 26 (6) (applicable to those cases in which a 
tenant can, and does, initiate proceedings by making a 
request for a new tenancy) : . . the landlord may give 
notice to the tenant that he will oppose an application. . . 
and any such notice shall state on which of the grounds, etc.” 
Section 25 (6), as we have seen, requires him to state on which 
ground he would oppose an application. So, while Lord 
Keith, dissenting, stressed the use of the present tense in 
s. 30 (1) (f), “ the landlord ‘ intends ’,’’ and considered that a 
high degree of constancy was called for (“I have intended, 
I do intend, and I will continue to intend ’’), the result was 
that the date of the hearing is the vital date. Consequently, 
an argument by the applicants in A. D. Wimbush & Son, Lid. 
v. Franmills Properties, Ltd., that the respondent must be 
identical with the person who served the notice to terminate 
could not be sustained.

HERE AND THERE 


RIGHT OR WRONG ? 


For half a century now there has been an increasing reluctance 
to condemn anything on the simple ground that it is wrong. 
You are allowed to say that it is stupid, or wasteful, or 
inconvenient, or revolting, but a purely moral judgment is 
received with barely concealed impatience. Yet the English 
still like to preserve what they feel vaguely and dimly are the 
“ decencies ”’ of life but, without the backing and authority 
of a generally accepted moral code, they are finding themselves 
more and more obviously in difficulties, since ultimately it is 
only by a public opinion pretty clear in its own mind about 
what is right and what is wrong that there can even be a 
beginning of controlling the behaviour of the individual. One 
of the dilemmas is that, just at present, people are particularly 
reluctant to admit that something which is very agreeable 
can also be very wrong. Hence, to take an example, the 
fumbling attempts of the common man in the person of the 
average police officer to explain why he considers a particular 
exhibition at a strip show in Soho obscene. In Imperial Rome, 
when public opinion had long advanced beyond thinking that 
there was anything wrong in sexual promiscuity (any more 
than in mass slaughter or mass torture in the arena), a prosecu- 
tion for a strip show would have seemed fantastic. In Victorian 
England, when public opinion really did believe that 
provocative nudity was wrong and even vice paid virtue the 
tribute of hypocrisy, so that “ correct” people would hardly 
mention even the “leg”’ of a table, it would have seemed 
fantastic to make any defence at ail. But now the common 


man, the homme moyen sensuel, hovers uneasily between the 
two ideas that sex is “ natural” but that its exploitation is 
somehow not quite ‘“ decent.” So that one could properly 
say of his “ double think”: “‘ You do like that which, taken 
at your word, you find abundantly detestable.” Thus, a 
police officer in court defined “‘ obscene ’’ as something which 
“ would arouse man’s instincts ’’ and, on being asked whether 
the shows in question did that, replied “ They aroused mine.” 
Then he was questioned about Miss Marilyn Monroe. “ Q. Do 
you think she is obscene ?—A. Where? (Q. On the films. 
A. Generally speaking, no. Q. But sometimes, yes ?—A. A 
little.” One of the shows, he said, had “ some artistic ability ” 
but the “ longing ”’ voices included in it made it obscene. 


ARTISTRY 


To those who feel that clarity and consistency have merit 
whether in Victorian England or Imperial Rome, the puzzle- 
ment of current public opinion on the proprieties of behaviour 
is rather pathetic. ‘ Artistry,” for instance, is always being 
dragged into the discussion, but what has artistry got to do 
with the question? If incitement to a particular course of 
conduct is to be discouraged, why, then, the more artistic it 
is, the worse. An “ artistic’ incitement to murder is a good 
deal worse than a clumsy and inartistic one, because it is more 
likely to be persuasive. I’m afraid it all does really depend 
on what you regard as wrong. But get away from sex for a 
minute (if that is permissible in a post-Freudian world). 
Suppose that, persuaded by doctors and “ experts,” the 
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powers that be were to decide that everyone must be 
discouraged from eating and drinking at all outside certain 
stated mealtimes and that certain foods and drinks, proscribed 
as perilous, were to be altogether forbidden. If public opinion 
became thoroughly persuaded that gluttony was wrong and 
asceticism right, that law would practically enforce itself. 
But suppose public opinion was undecided, the dilemmas of 
“ artistry ’’ would intrude. Must you exclude banquet scenes 
from films and plays for fear of arousing the appetites of the 
audience? Paintings of delicious foods, it would be said, have 
an artistic merit, a beauty of their own, appealing to the eye 
quite apart from the palate; surely they could not be 
forbidden. At this point persons with a vested interest in 


gluttony and drunkenness would suddenly develop a passion 
to defend the freedom of the arts, even if the effect was to set 
raving food maniacs tearing sheep apart in the fields or 
raiding wine cellars and grocers’ shops as gangsters raid banks. 


DRESS SENSE AND NONSENSE 
ONCE you are unsupported by the public’s own convictions 
of mght and wrong the trouble starts because the course is 
uncharted. Even in Russia, where life follows a pattern far 
more plainly prescribed than anything we ourselves experience, 
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it may overtake you. It seems that there is currently operating 
there an institution called the Voluntary People’s Police to 
deal with drunkenness, hooliganism and unseemly behaviour, 
“not to punish so much as to inculcate, not only to seek out 
evil, but to prevent it.”” Not long ago, according to Jzvestia, 
a detachment of these police, engaged on a raid “ for the 
maintenance of social order,’’ picked up two seventeen-year- 
old girls for “‘ being dressed in a way too fashionable for their 
age.” When the father of one of the girls, a university 
professor, arrived at the police station to rescue her, he 
became engaged in a three hours’ argument and was eventually 
told that his daughter had not done anything unlawful, but 
that she had tied her headscarf in a way permissible only in 
girls over twenty-two, that she ought to have worn her hair in 
plaits and that the cut of her coat was objectionable. Jzvestia 
warmly espoused the girl’s case ; her head scarf, it said, was 
charming, simple and elegant, her coat was well and tastefully 
cut. It is only if one conceives of a right and a wrong in the 
social significance of the set of a headscarf or the cut of a coat 
that the incident makes any sense at all, but if there is a right 
and a wrong the pressure of society makes for more effective 
enforcement than the pressure of the police.

Rentcharges and Registered Land 


“W.A.G.” please say what are 
“equitable rentcharges ’’ ? I have practised in this predominantly 
rentcharge area for over thirty years and never heard of one, let 
alone come across one. I can only assume that he means a rent- 
charge which does not come within s. 1 (2) (6) of the Law of 
Property Act, 1925, i.e., a rentcharge which is neither perpetual 
nor for a term of years absolute, but as I say, I have never come 
across one In practice 

With reference to Diehard’s letter on p. 362 I was originally of 
his view about the defects of registration of title, but if he practised 
in Manchester and had frequently to spend hours perusing lengthy 
abstracts of title to houses selling at £500 or less, checking 
numerous plans, head rentcharges, second rentcharges, appor- 
tioned rents, indemnity powers and remedies and restrictive 
covenants, he might, as | have done, come round to the view that 
possibly compulsory registration of title might reduce this wastage 
of time over already unremunerative transactions. I am now 
open to be shown the merits of registration but unfortunately, if 
1 am over-optimistic, compulsory registration will have come and 
it will be too late. 

Can anybody in an area which has recently become a compulsory 
registration area tell me what they do with their accumulation of 
clients’ deeds when first registration has been effected? My idea is 
to tell my clients that they can take the deeds away and, unless 
they are of historical interest, destroy them, which is something 
against which all my professional training will rebel.

Sir,—I have just read with some alarm and surprise your 
contributor’s article on the above Act (p Alarm in that 
he would appear to have far more regard and anxiety that 
complete justice should be done to the drinking motorist who 
may not technically be sufficiently guilty to be convicted under 
the Act than to seeing that justice is done to other innocent 
road users by trying to ensure that all drivers of motor vehicles 
on our roads to-day adopt a far more responsible attitude in 
regard to partaking of alcohol. 

I hope I would not be considered one of your correspondent’s 
sadist teetotallers, as he describes a certain type of mentality 
on the Bench; I certainly am not a teetotaller, though I become 
more and more alarmed at the very wishful thinking attitude 
of many of my fellow motorists on the subject of drink and 
safety on the road. 

If in fact, as your correspondent suggests, the Bill is weighted 
heavily against motorists who are challenged by the police in 
that we shall no longer see nearly 50 per cent. of accused motorists 
for this offence get away with it, then the sooner will the all too 
prevalent type of irresponsible driver quickly mend his ways or 
disappear.

INCOME TAX: EXEMPTION: TRUST: 
WHETHER PUBLIC AND CHARITABLE : PREVIOUS 
EXEMPTION: ESTOPPEL 


Caffoor and Others v. Income Tax Commissioner, 
Colombo 


Lord Morton of Henryton, Lord Radcliffe, Lord Morris of 
Borth-y-Gest and the Rt. Hon. L. M. D. de Silva 


19th April, 1961 
Appeal from the Supreme Court of Ceylon. 


By the terms of a trust deed, executed in Ceylon in 1942, 
the trust income after the death of the grantor was to be 
applied by the board of trustees, the appellants, in their 
absolute discretion for all or any of a number of purposes 
which included “ 2 (6) the education instruction or training 
in England or elsewhere abroad of deserving youths of the 
Islamic Faith [in any department of human activity.] The 
recipients of the benefits . . . shall be selected by the board 
from the following classes of persons and in the following 
order: (i) male descendants along either the male or female 
line of the grantor or of any of his brothers or sisters failing 
whom "’ youths of the Islamic Faith born of Muslim parents 
of the Ceylon Moorish Community permanently resident in 
Colombo or elsewhere in Ceylon. Assessments to income tax 
having been made by the respondent, the Income Tax Com- 
missioner, on the income of the trust for the five years 1950/51 
to 1954/55, the appellants, alleging that the trust was an 
‘institution of a public character established solely for 
charitable purposes ’’ within the meaning of s. 7 (1) (c) of the 
Ceylon Income Tax Ordinance, 1932, claimed exemption 
thereunder from liability to tax. The Board of Review, 
constituted under the Ordinance, had in fact on an appeal 
by the appellants in respect of the assessment for the previous 
year 1949/50 decided that the trust income was exempt on 
the ground that the trust was of a public character established 
solely for charitable purposes, In the present case the 
Supreme Court of Ceylon held (1) that the decision of the 
Board of Review on the previous assessment did not operate 
as res judicata, and (2) that the trust income was not exempt 
from tax. The trustees appealed. 


Lorp RADCLIFFE, giving the judgment, said that a question 
of liability to tax for one year was always to be treated as 
inherently a different issue from that of lability for another 
year—as not eadem quaestio—even though there might 
appear to be similarity or identity in the questions of law on 
which they respectively depended, and the principle of res 
judicata did not apply. It was not the status of the tribunal 
itself, judicial or administrative, that formed the determining 
element for estoppel in cases of this kind but the limited 
nature of the question that was within the tribunal’s jurisdic- 
tion. Accordingly, the respondent was not estopped by the 
decision of the Board of Review for 1949/50 from challenging 
the appellants’ claim to exemption for the subsequent years. 
On the question of exemption, in view of what was in effect 
the absolute priority to the benefit of the trust income which 
was conferred on the grantor’s own family by cl. 2 (5) (i) of the 
trust deed, this was a family trust and not a trust of a public 
character solely for charitable purposes, and the income 
thereof was accordingly not entitled to the exemption claimed. 


Appeal dismissed. The appellants to pay the respondent's 


costs of the appeal.

LIMITATION OF ACTION : COMPUTATION 
OF TIME 
Marren v. Dawson, Bentley & Co., Ltd. 


Havers, J. 13th March, 1961 


Action. 

On 8th November, 1954, an accident occurred whereby 
the plaintiff was injured in the course of his employment with 
the defendants. On 8th November, 1957, he issued a writ 
claiming damages for the injuries which he alleged were caused 
by the defendants’ negligence. By their defence the defendants 
pleaded, inter alia, that the plaintiff's cause of action, if any, 
accrued on 8th November, 1954, and that proceedings had 
not been commenced within the period of three years thereof, 
contrary to s. 2 (1) of the Limitation Act, 1939. 


Havers, J., said that, following Radcliffe v. Bartholomew 
1892] 1 O.B. 161, the day on which the accident occurred 
was to be excluded from the computation of time within which 
the action should be brought ; therefore the action was not 
statute-barred and there would be judgment for the plaintiff.

ROAD TRAFFIC: NOTICE OF INTENDED 
PROSECUTION NOT SERVED: BURDEN 
OF PROOF 


Sanders v. Scott 


Lord Parker, C.J.,Gorman and Salmon, JJ. 19th April, 1961 


Case stated by Blackpool justices. 


The defendant was charged with driving a motor vehicle 
in a manner dangerous to the public, contrary to s. 2 (1) of the 
Road Traffic Act, 1960. By s. 241 (2) of the Act, a person was 
not to be convicted of an offence under s. 2 (1) unless he was 
warned of an intended prosecution at the time of the alleged 
offence or a summons was served on him within fourteen days 
or a notice of intended prosecution was sent to him or the 
registered owner of the vehicle within fourteen days. None of 
these requirements was fulfilled with regard to the defendant, 
who was not the registered owner. No evidence was called to 
show whether such a notice had been served on the registered 
owner. The justices dismissed the information on the ground 
that the prosecution, who knew the defendant's address, 
should have sent a notice of intended prosecution to him or 
should have called evidence to show that a notice had been 
sent to the registered owner. The prosecutor appealed, relying 
on s. 241 (3) of the Act, which provides: “ The requirement 
of the last foregoing subsection shall in every case be deemed 
to have been complied with unless and until the contrary is 
proved,” 
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LorpD Parker, C.J., said that s. 241 (3), which placed the 
burden of proof on the defence, should be strictly construed. 
A notice of intended prosecution could be served either on the 
driver or on the owner of the motor vehicle. The proper 
course to follow was for the driver to give evidence that no 
notice had been served on him and to call the owner for the 
same purpose. Since the owner had not been called to give 
evidence, the case would be remitted to the justices. 


GORMAN and SAaLmon, J J., agreed. Appeal allowed.

POLICE: DISMISSAL OF CHIEF CONSTABLE : 
WHETHER VALID 


Ridge v. Baldwin and Others 


Streatfeild, J. 19th April, 1961 
Action. 


In 1956 the plaintiff, who had had thirty-two years’ service 
in the police force, was appointed chief constable of a borough 
police force, one of the terms being that ‘‘ the appointment... 
will be subject to . . . the Police Acts and regulations.” In 
1958 the plaintiff, together with two other police officers of his 
force and two civilians, was tried at the Central Criminal 
Court on a charge of conspiracy to obstruct the course of 
public justice. Having given evidence and been cross- 
examined, he was acquitted on that charge but the two other 
police officers were convicted, and Donovan, J., sentencing 
them, said that the facts admitted in the trial established that 
they had not had that professional and moral leadership which 
they were entitled to expect from their chief constable. Later, 
the plaintiff appeared on another charge, on which no evidence 
was offered, and the judge, addressing the Solicitor-General, 
referred to the need for a leader for the force who would be a 
new influence and set a different example. On the following 
day the watch committee, after considering, inter alia, the 
trial, the observations of Donovan, J., and the plaintiff's state- 
ments at the trial, came to the conclusion that the plaintiff 
had been negligent in the discharge of his duties and unfit 
for the same, and, acting under s. 191 (4) of the Municipal 
Corporations Act, 1882, dismissed him. Subsequently, 
although no specific charges had been formulated, the plaintiff's 
solicitor addressed the committee, but they adhered to their 
decision. The plaintiff appealed to the Home Secretary under 
the Police (Appeals) Act, 1927; the Home Secretary found 
that there was sufficient material before the committee to 
justify the dismissal and dismissed the appeal. The plaintiff 
now sued the Watch Committee for, inter alia, a declaration 
that his dismissal was illegal, ultra vires and void and for 
damages, it being part of his case that the power to dismiss 
under s. 191 (4) was either repealed by or must be exercised 
subject to the Police Act, 1919, and the regulations made 
thereunder, and -that there was no power to dismiss him 
without carrying out the procedure for the formulation of 
charges and a hearing laid down by the regulations. 

STREATFEILD, J., 


said that the observations of Donovan, J., 
could not be regarded as any kind of report or allegation to 


the watch committee. No paragraph of the Discipline Code 
under the Police (Discipline) Regulations, 1952, appeared to be 
applicable, and the governing requirement of the regulations 
was that a report or allegation should be received by the 
committee from outside. The Act of 1882 was not repealed 
by the regulations and, if there were grounds, based on the 
evidence given at the Central Criminal Court, for the committee 
to come to the conclusion that the plaintiff was unfit to remain 
as chief constable, they had power under s. 191 (4) to dismiss 
him, and that was a different power from the power to dismiss 
under the regulations when a report or allegation was received 
from outside. That power of dismissal must be exercised 
according to the principles of natural justice, fairly and 
bona fide, but, under the circumstances, on the evidence given 
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at the Central Criminal Court, there was no need for the 
committee to do more than they had done, and they had 
in fact acted in accordance with those principles, whatever 
more they might have done to be on the safe side. If that was 
wrong, the Police (Appeals) Act, 1927, applied to dismissals 
under the Act of 1882; that Act provided that the decision 
of the Home Secretary should be final and binding and, 
accordingly, the plaintiff must be held to have waived his 
right to contest the matter in the courts. Judgment for the 
defendants.

HUSBAND AND WIFE: CONSTRUCTIVE 
DESERTION: WHETHER DOCTRINE OF 
CONDONATION APPLICABLE 
Winter v. Winter 


Lord Merriman, P. and Baker, J. 13th April, 1961 


Appeal from magistrates. 

A wife left her husband after he had committed acts of 
incestuous adultery with two of their daughters, one of whom 
was over 16, the other being just under 16. The husband 
served a sentence of imprisonment for the acts of incest, 
and was released from prison in June, 1960. Shortly after his 
release, whilst the parties were discussing a possible reconcilia- 
tion, sexual intercourse took place between them on a number 
of occasions. In October, 1960, the wife obtained from the 
magistrates a separation order on the grounds of desertion 
and wilful neglect to maintain. The husband appealed. 


LORD MERRIMAN, P., said that the magistrates held that the 
acts of sexual intercourse which took place between the 
parties could not be held to be condonation of the husband's 
constructive desertion. If they meant that as a matter of 
law, they were not entitled to talk about condonation in 
connection with constructive desertion ; see Perry v. Perry 
f1952) P. 203. That case, however, raised a question which 
had always puzzled his lordship. His lordship fully accepted 
that, in the case of ordinary desertion, the phrase “ resump- 
tion of cohabitation ’’ was more apt to describe the termina- 
tion of the desertion than the word “ condonation.”” He had 
never understood, however, how that applied to constructive 
desertion. It was a commonplace to say that, in effect, 
although not exactly in point of law, as in this particular 
case, constructive desertion and cruelty might be identical 
so far as the facts were concerned, and were only two different 
descriptions of the same state of facts. There was no doubt 
that one could condone cruelty, and, therefore, one could 
condone the desertion. The appeal would be dismissed.

It was discovered in the course of the hearing of the appeal 
that the wife was an infant. The wife had been served 
personally with the notice of motion of the appeal, whereas 
r. 66 (10) of the Matrimonial Causes Rules, 1957, as amended 
by the Matrimonial Causes (Amendment) (No. 2) Rules, 1960, 
provided that any document required by the rules to be 
served personally should, in the case of an infant, be served on 
the infant’s father or guardian or, if he had no father or 
guardian, on the person with whom he resided or in whose 
care he was. The wife had no father or guardian and, since 
ceasing to live with the husband, had resided with an aunt. 
No attempt had been made to serve the notice of motion on 
the aunt. No guardian ad litem had been appointed to act 
for the wife, who was represented on the appeal by counsel. 


LorD MERRIMAN, P., said that r. 66 (11) empowered the 
court to order that a document served personally on an infant 
should be deemed to have been duly served. In Levy v. Levy 
[1957] 1 W.L.R. 369, the Divisional Court had exercised that 
power in the case of a notice of motion of appeal. Upon the 
application of counsel, the court would, in the present case, 
deem service upon the wife to have been good service. 
There remained the question whether the appointment of a 
guardian ad litem was necessary. An appeal differed from a 
petition because, in the case of a petition, the respondent had 
to take various procedural steps, whereas in an appeal, once 
the notice of motion was served, the respondent did not have 
to take any procedural step in order to be in a position to 
defend the appeal. Although his lordship was not saying that 
there were not cases where it was necessary or desirable for a 
guardian ad litem to be appointed to act for an infant on an 
appeal, the court could, in a proper case, proceed with the 
hearing of an appeal to which an infant was a party without a 
guardian ad litem being appointed. That course would, at 
the request of the wife’s counsel, be taken in the present 
appeal.

WILL: DUE EXECUTION: ATTESTATION OF 
TESTATOR’S SIGNATURE 
*In the Estate of Bercovitz, deceased; Canning and 
Another v. Enever and Another 
Phillimore, J. 19th April, 1961 
Probate action. 


The testator signed his will at the top, and the two attesting 


witnesses signed below the testator’s signature. Below those 
three signatures was the body of the will. At the foot of the 
document was another signature of the testator. The ques- 
tion to be decided as a preliminary issue was whether the 
will was duly executed. 

PHILLIMORE, J., said that both the attesting witnesses had 
given evidence. One of them had said that she never saw the 
testator sign at the foot of the will and that if she had seen 
that signature, she would have insisted that she and the other 
attesting witness attested it. By s. 9 of the Wills Act, 1837, 
it was vital that the testator signed the will at the foot or 
end thereof. It mattered not that he also affixed his signature 
to other parts of the will, nor did it matter where the attesting 
witnesses signed, so long as they attested the testator’s 
signature at the foot or end of the will. Where, as in this 
case, the attesting witnesses signed beside a signature, the 
overwhelming probability was that that was the signature 
they intended to attest, and not another signature at the end 
of the will. The maxim omnia praesumuntur rite esse atca 
did not apply to the present case, since the document was 
irregular and unusual on the face of it. The will had not 
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been duly executed and must be pronounced against. 
accordingly.

HUSBAND AND WIFE: DIVORCE: AMENDING 
DECREE NISI AND DECREE ABSOLUTE 
*Clarke v. Clarke 


Karminski, J. 19th April, 1961 
Divorce motion. 


The parties were married on 4th February, 1949, at the 
register office at Runcorn, in Cheshire. At that time, the 
parents of both parties were opposed to the marriage, which 
was therefore kept secret from them. Later, the parents 
relented, and said that the marriage could take place, with 
the result that on 10th June, 1950, the parties went through 
a second ceremony of marriage, at Warlingham Parish Church, 
Surrey. Subsequently, the husband petitioned for divorce. 
In that petition, which the wife did not defend, only the 
second ceremony was referred-to. In the result, the decree 
nisi and the decree absolute referred to the second ceremony. 
After the decree absolute, the wife, who had since re-married, 
disclosed to her solicitors the 1949 ceremony. The husband 
moved the court to amend the decree nisi and the decree 
absolute. 


KARMINSKI, J., said that the case was indistinguishable 
from Thynne v. Thynne [1955] P. 272, and he was prepared to 
make the order which the Court of Appeal had said in that 
case was appropriate in such circumstances. He therefore 
ordered that the decrees be amended by deleting in each the 
reference to the date and place of the marriage, and that there 
be attached to each decree a note that these words were 
deleted by order of the court, on 19th April, 1961, the court 
being satisfied that the lawful marriage was solemnised on 
4th February, 1949, at Warlingham Parish Church. Order 
accordingly.

OFFENSIVE WEAPON: KNOWLEDGE OF 
POSSESSION: BURDEN OF PROOF 
R. v. Cugullere 
Lord Parker, C.J., Gorman and Salmon, J J. 
17th April, 1961 
Appeal against conviction. 


A stolen motor van driven by the defendant was found to 
contain pickaxe handles, bound with adhesive tape, and other 
housebreaking instruments. The defendant was convicted of, 
among other offences, possessing offensive weapons contrary 
to s. 1 (1) of the Prevention of Crime Act, 1953, which provides: 
“Any person who without lawful authority or reasonable 
excuse, the proof whereof shall be on him, has with him in 
any public place any offensive weapon shall be guilty of an 
offence...” His defence was that he did not know that the 
weapons were in his possession. He appealed on the ground 
that the jury were misdirected on the question of possession 
and the meaning of “ offensive weapon.”’ 


SALMON, J., said that the court was clearly of the opinion 
that the words in s. 1 (1) “‘ has with him in any public place “ 
meant “ knowingly has with him in any public place.” If 
an innocent person had a cosh slipped into his pocket, he 
would not be guilty of having it with him within the meaning 
of the section because he would have no knowledge of it.

CONSECUTIVE SENTENCES OF IMPRISONMENT 
AND BORSTAL TRAINING: VALIDITY 
*R. v. Payne 
Lord Parker, C.J., Gorman and Salmon, JJ. 
\ppeal against sentence. 


17th April, 1961 


The defendant, while serving a sentence of six months’ 
imprisonment, was convicted of office breaking and larceny. 
For these offences the defendant was sentenced to a period of 
Borstal training to begin at the expiration of the sentence of 
imprisonment. He appealed against the sentence. 

LorD PARKER, C.J., said that the question was whether it 
was proper for a sentence of Borstal training to be made 

onsecutive to one of imprisonment. Although a sentence of 
Borstal training following imprisonment was wrong in 
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principle, it was proper to pass such a sentence in the present 
case since the defendant seemed to have benefited from a 
period of Borstal training passed on him on an earlier occasion. 
The sentence of Borstal training should begin at once so as to 
absorb the unexpired part of the sentence of imprisonment. 
Order accordingly.

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Landlord and Tenant—LIABILItTy To REBUILD AFTER FIRE 


QO. A lease contains a covenant by the lessors “ to keep the 
outside of the buildings above the demised premises in good repair 
and condition.’’ The lessee covenanted to repair the inside and 
outside of the demised premises, above which are the buildings 
belonging to the lessors which the lessors covenanted to keep in 
repair. There is no covenant by the lessors to insure the demised 
premises or the buildings and no proviso for cesser of rent in 

ase of damage or destruction by fire. In the event of damage 

or destruction of the buildings above the demised premises, both 
of which (the demised premises and the buildings above them) 
the lessors own, would the lessors be liable to rebuild or restore 
a) the upper floor premises, or (b) the demised premises ? 


1. (a) The lessors would not, in our opinion, be liable to 
rebuild the upper floor premises, or to restore them to a greater 
extent than was necessary for the protection from weather, etc., 
of the demised premises. No analogy could, in our view, be 
drawn between the position and that obtaining when a tenant 
covenants to keep the demised premises—which he is bound to 
deliver up—in repair ; the object of the covenant is clearly very 
different from that of a tenant’s covenant to repair what is let 
to him. (b) The lessee’s covenants would, we consider, make 
him liable to rebuild, but subject to a possible defence or counter- 
claim if the fire were due to negligence or nuisance on the part 
of the lessors as neighbour. 


Estate Agent’s Commission—VENDOR’s WITHDRAWAL FROM 
TRANSACTION 


Q. On 7th January, 1960, A instructed estate agents, X © Y, 
to negotiate the sale of her property, Blackacre, and she signed a 
printed form in terms as follows: “ I hereby instruct you as sole 
agents from this date to sell the above property (Blackacre) 
by private treaty and agree to pay you commission on the scale 
authorised and as detailed overleaf in the event of you intro- 
ducing a person, ready, willing and able to purchase. ..”’ The 
form was signed by A and dated 7th January, 1960. The next 


day X & Y found a purchaser, B, and on 9th January, 1960, 
A signed a further printed form in terms as follows: ‘ To 
Messrs. X & Y, I hereby authorise you as my agents to accept 
on my behalf the sum of £3,000 offered by B for my property 
known as Blackacre and confirm my agreement to pay to you 
commission on the authorised scale, namely, 5 per cent. on the 
first £500 and 24 per cent. on the next £4,500. I agree to give 
vacant possession on completion of the sale. My solicitors are 
Messrs. L & M."" The form was signed by A and dated 
9th January, 1960. A’s reasons for selling were that sheintended 
moving to the coast but at that time had not found a suitable 
property. On 26th February, 1960, B’s solicitors sent the 
contract to purchase signed by him to A’s solicitors with the 
request that they forward to them the contract signed by A 
as soon as possible. A refused to sign the contract because she 
had still not found a suitable property at the coast and B's 
solicitors were informed accordingly. Since that time B has on 
many occasions visited X & Y and A, pressing for the sale to 
proceed, but he has always been informed that A was not in a 
position to sign the contract because she had still not found a 
suitable property. In mid-January, 1961, B offered to increase 
the purchase price by £500 but was once again informed that 
A could not proceed with the contract for the reasons stated 
above. A now states that she has received medical advice to 
the effect that she must not live near the coast and has accordingly 
informed X & Y that she has withdrawn entirely from the 
transaction. B is still willing and keen to proceed with the 
purchase at the increased price of £3,500. Is A liable to pay 
X & Y their scale commission ? 


A. We think that A is liable to pay X & Y their scale com- 
mission. The Court of Appeal took this view in E. P. Nelson & Co 
v. Rolfe {1950} 1 K.B. 139, where the facts were very similar to 
those which have now arisen, and it would seem to be clear that 
B has made a firm, as opposed to a qualified, offer for Blackacre : 
see Graham & Scott (Southgate), Lid. v. Oxlade {1950} 2 K.B. 257 ; 
cf. Dennis Reed, Lid. vy. Goody {1950| 2 K.B. 277, and Ackroyde & 
Sons v. Hasan [1960] 2 W.L.R. 810.
